As numerous cases of flood damage were reported and 
the sand-bag protection afforded by the city proved effec¬ 
tive where used, a man, Donald Roland Dana, 32, of 3649 
Del Mar Ave., Pasadena, admitted to authorities setting 
the two blazes in the Sierra Madre-Hastings Ranch terri¬ 
tory and 13 others inflicting losses of million of dollars.

LISTENING to the broad¬ 
cast of a college game other 
day I heard the statement 
that the average weight of 
one of the teams was 213 
pounds, the team including 
one man who weighed 265 
and two others almost 
equally heavy.

Too many boys and young 
men are being Injured on 
football fields this year, and 
I suspect the accent on 
weight and muscle is the 
reason. Boys used to dream 
of attending the college dear 
old dad attended or the state 
university to which they had 
given their allegiance. They 
were eager to do or die for 
dear old Alma Mater. 

Today too many youths 
with mighty muscles — and 
sometimes with little else— 
coolly sit back and wait for 
the highest offer, in effect 
selling their services with 
little thought of loyalty. 

Instead of wishing to go 
to the school they cheered 
for when they were children, 
then will attend one clear 
across the country if the in¬ 
ducements are sufficient. 

And some are so little 
guided by Ideals that they 
are not above trying to in¬ 
jure any opposing player 
who might outplay them.

OrdinanceTo 
City Council 

A prospective ordinance 
defining home occupations 
So that no Injustice will be 
done persons earning their 
own living and yet which 
will preclude homes being 
made factory-like, both in¬ 
side and out, was approved 
at last Thursday’s City Plan¬ 
ning Commission meeting. 
The proposal now goes to 
City Council. 

THE PROPOSED ordinance 
would be more fully defined 
and restrictive than the 
present one. Machinery for 
an entire residential occupa¬ 
tion setup could not exceed 
three horsepower; not more 
than 25 per cent of a dwell¬ 
ing could be devoted to an 
occupation; and all opera¬ 
tions must be grouped in 
the home building. 

There would be no drastic 
change in the home con¬ 
struction. This is to obviate 
any factory appearance in¬ 
vading a neighborhood of 
homes.

in relation to usage by the 
subscriber, Eckrote said. 

He further said this rate 
treatment will be offered to 
business service subscribers 
only and will in no way af- 
a basic flat rate increment 

THIS ARRANGEMENT pro¬ 
vides the customer with cer¬ 
tain controls over his tele¬ 
phone bill as with it the 
customer’s bill will be a 
more direct reflection of how 
often he uses his telephone 
to make local calls during 
the month, the manager ex¬ 
plained. 

Eckrote revealed the new 
rate treatment prdvides for 
a basic rate of $7 a month 
per line or trunk plus 5 
cents for each local message. 
The term "local message” 
means a telephone call 
made by an Elliott or Elgin 
user to another telephone 
having the same prefix or 
to other telephones located 
within the local extended 
calling areas of the Monro¬ 
via and Sierra Madre Ex¬ 
changes, Eckrote said. 

Equipment necessary to 
provide message rate service 
is in process of installation 
in the company’s central of¬ 
fices. Eckrote said, however, 
it will require several 
months to corhplete the 
work before the service can 
be made effective.

NEW YORK — Marketing 
men who may have been 
eyeing the growing popula¬ 
tion trend in this country in 
terms of new babies might 
do well to take a long, hard 
look at another segment of 
our population, the so-called 
oldster, as a potentially 
sound consumer. 

The senior market, osten¬ 
sibly embodying persons 
over 65 or retired, has now 
risen to 17 million, more 
than 10 per cent of our pop¬ 
ulation, and is growing at 
the rate of 300,000 to 400,000 
annually, according to Sales 
Management. It says this 
market is “virtually un¬ 
tapped.” 

There were about 16 mil¬ 
lion people over 65 in this 
country In 1960, and they 
had an income of $32 billion, 
a tidy sum stemming from 
savings, liberalized govern¬ 
ment pension plans, more 
and better retirement plans 
by business, part-time jobs, 
gifts from children and other 
relatives. 

Many people in this age 
bracket apparently have 
been overlooked by the mar¬ 
keting man through ignor¬ 
ance as to what they like, 
what they have to spend 
and how they spend It; how 
they live eat, dress, play;* 
what their objectives, hopes 
and hobbies are, and how 
they differ from younger 
groups. 

A misconception is that all 
elderly people immediately 
upon retirement head for 
Florida, California or Mex¬ 
ico, or become world travel¬ 
ers with only a floating 
hotel as their abode. Sales 
Management finds that, al¬ 
though older people do trav¬ 
el, the majority prefer to re¬ 
main where they have roots.

Support of the Federal Government is sought in creat¬ 
ing a Borate Bomber Wing of the U.S. Air Force as a 
standby unit trained in borate bombing of fire-stricken 
areas thus speeding effective measures of combatting 
mountainside forest fires.
